The Explosion of a Tug.

A Mormon Elder Makes a Speech Defending 
His People. 

Satt Lake City, . September 15.-John 
Nicholson, a prominent elder of the Mormon 
church, and editor of the News, of this city, 
delivered an address toa large audience last 
night on the massacre of.the Mormon elders 
in Tennessee, and the causes leading thereto. 
Ife said that a politico-religious conspiracy 
existed in Utah to crush the Mormon church. 
and abolish popular government because 
the Mormons were in the majority; that the 
conspirators had flooded the country with 
anti-Mormon falsehoods: that there was co}- 
lusion between the clergy and the political 
schemers; that Governor Murray by 
scheining attempted to overthrow the popular 
rule by giving a certificate to the minority 
candidate for delecate to that he 
atiempted, in 1882, to fill nearly every elective 
office by his own appointments; that the ap- 
pointees were rabid anti-Mormonists, and that 
the members of congress had 
misinformed, thus causing adverse 
measures to be passed or introduced.

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THE CHOLERA RECORD. 
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A Decrease of the Death Rate in Naples 
The Situatien in France and Spain. 


Lonpox, September 15.—From midnight of 
Friday last to fouro’clock Sunday morning, 
therehave been 1,299 cases and 687 deaths at 
Naples. Since the beginning of the cholera 
outbreak there have been 3,297 deaths. Sun- 
day’s bulletin shows in 24 hours at Bergamo 
24 fresh cases and 12 deaths; at Caserta 8 
cases and 2 deaths; Cuneo eases and 5 
deaths ; Genoa 43 cases and 32 deaths, inelud- 
ing at Spezia 28 cases and 16 deaths, and at 
various other points in the country from ! to 3 
deaths have occurred. : 

King Humbert and the Duke of Aosta ar- 
rived in Rome to-day, and proceeded to Mon- 
za. They received an ovation in Rome, the 
crowd encircling them and greeting them with 
storms of cheering, notwithstanding the fact 
that Minister DePretis had telegraphed from 
Naples that the king would prefer a quiet re- 
ception. King Humbert, in taking his fare- 
well of the mayor of Naples, said he departed 
satisfied that the cholera was decreasing. The 
president of the white cross committee, at Na- 
ples, has received offers of personal aid from 
all parts of Europe, but intimates that funds 
are more needed. 

Heavy rains have visited the city and have 
been followed by a notable decrease in the 
number of cholera cases. An improvement 
has occurred at Carara. King Humbert has 
given orders that the report of the condition of 
the epidemic at Naples shal! 
be telegraphed him twice a day. He advised 
that the poorer families should be quartered 
in the granite barracks. 

The minister of war has placed ten thousand 
tents at the disposal of the relief authorities 
for the shelter of the poor. 

The pope has made another donation of 
$60,000 to the cholera relief fuid. 

The London general steam navigation com- 
pany has contributed $1,000. 

The bulletin for Monday, showing the ray- 
ages of cholera in Italy during the past twenty- 
four hours is as follows: Naples, city, 643 fresh 
cases, 251 deaths; Naptes,-province, 30 fresh 
cases, 10 deaths; Cazerta, provinee, I4 fresh 
cases, 4 deaths; Cuneo, province, 21 fresh cases, 
13 deaths; Genoa, province, 25 fresh cases, 12 
deaths. The other provinces, names not given, 
17 fresh cases, 10 deaths. | 

The tete given in Paris in aid of the cholera 
sufferers has been a great success. 

THE DISEASE IN FRANCE. 

There have been 15 deaths from cholera ia 
Toulon within the past two days. In the de- 
partment of Herault there have been 300 cases 
and 30 deaths. At Cette a woman strickesa 
with the disease was discovered to have been 
buried alive. At Marseilles there is still aa 
average of 2 deaths daily since the first ap- 
pearance offcholerain France. The statis- 
tics of the epidemic show the following results 
as to the nationality and number of victims: 
Number of deaths: French, 1,140; Italian, 

27; er 19; Greek, 11: Austrian, 6; 
English, 6; Swiss,4; German, 3: American, 
2; Swede, ly Tetal, 1,615. The daughter of 
the Marchese de L* Tulfo has succumed to the 
epidemic. The railway service to and from 
Naples has been stopped, with the exception 
of the mail train. case of cholera hg 
occurred at Leghorn. There have been threé 
cases at Palermo, one of which proved fatal. 

Since the last reports six fresh cases of chol- 
era and four deaths have occurred at Elichi, 
and four fresh cases and four deaths at Novel- 
da. In the province of Lerada a fatal case of 
sporadic cholera has occurred. One suspected 
case is reported in one of the suburbs of Bar- 
celona, and several suspicious cases have oe- 
curred in the province of Tarragona, six of 
which have proved fatal. 
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The Spread of the Cholera in Italy, 

WasHincton, September 15.—The depart- 
ment of state has received from United States 
Consul General C. M. Wood, at Rome, the fol- 
lowing communication relative to the spread 
of the cholera in Italy: 

‘In consequence of the quarantine, commercial 
intercourse with foreign countrics is nearly sus- 
pended, while Sicily and Sardinia are cut off from 
the other ports of the kingdom. Besides the great 
loss to foreign commerce it is estimated thatabout 
iC0,COO persons will be prevented from visiting the 
country this season. he pecuniary loss to the 
country in general, is incalculable. since the out- 
break of the cholera, in some parts of the King- 
dom, there has been much doubt expressed by the 
press and of interested personson the mainiand, 
as to the efficiency of the quarantine, but in Sicily 
public opinion is more than everin favor of it, 
and it bas there, as well asin the other islands, 
been extended from ten to twenty days.

But whether for cood orill, the hero 
of Tel-el-Keber, and the man of luck and 
easily-won honors, will start from Assouam 
with his Canadian boatmen and immense 
trains, to fovercome the obstacle nature has 
placed in the way. He proposes to go up 
the river to Debbeh, and if the cataracts 
are there insurmountable, he will strike 
across the Nubian desert to Ambukol, a ter- 
rible march in the heat and heavy sands of 
fully two hundred miles, At Ambukol he 
expects to receive the aid of General Gor- 
don’s steamers, which are supposed to be 

patrolling the river.
